The assurance that the Covina share 


of the "good roads" boulevard is to 
be constructed 
immediately, comes 


straight from the Los Angeles County 
Highway Commission this week The 
contract was let on Tuesday at the 
court house, and the strip between 
Baldwin ^ark and Covina will be built 
without delay. 


Contractor St. John, who received 


the contract from the hands of the 
commission, stated this week that he 
will be in Covina with 175 head of 
horses and a huge contracting outfit 
by the first of the coming week Al- 
ready arrangements are being made 
for the feeding of this big herd of 
horses, and the men will be taken 
care of in a commissary run by the 
contractor. 


The new boulevard will be a con- 


tinuation of the work already accom- 
plished from Puente to the Bassett 
bridge. Starting at what is known as 
Savanna, the contractor will carry 
the work down to El Monte and on 
directly east, but the first strip to 
be built will be the one from Bald- 


thorough. It is understood that before 
next fall the entire strip of road be- 
tween Los Angeles and Covina will 
be built continuously, and this will 
bring a large amount of automobile 
travel to this city. Already, in Pomo- 
na, the merchants of that city have 
felt the influence of the automobile 
trade which is coming in over the 
new boulevards, and the cities of the 
interior are naturally anxious that the 
entire strip be finished as soon as is 
expedient.

tectural construction, has many beau- 
tiful designs to describe, for this land 
where winter is excluded, is teaching 
the world that beauty and utility 
may easily go hand in hand. But 
beauty in construction is too often 
striven for at a great expenditure, 
•while in this new home of one of Co- 
vina's merchants, is found exquisite 
taste, common sr-nse in the supplying 
of comforts, and extremely pleasing 
structural lines, all for just a little 
less than four thousand dollars as the 
entire expenditure. 


To begin with, this home is set in 


what might be called the finest loca- 
tion in the immediate city limits. It 
faces upon Center street, a really fine 
boulevard, and presents a side en- 
trance on Citrus avenue, thus com- 
manding two of the principal streets. 
It is a stained frame structure of two 
stories, with a wide cement porch 
across the south (front) and west 
sides, having approaches of cement 
and _ wide front steps that lend an at- 
mosphere of solidity. The style of the 
house can hardly be laid down in 
niles. That it is of the advanced type 
of the modern California framed resi- 
dence, an outgrowth of the bungalow, 
with all the less desirable features 
of the bungalow eliminated, might be 
a description.

The fireplace has arrived for all time j 
in California houses, and justly so. : 
for it is a most acceptable companion i 
in the chill of January evenings when I 
the breath of the snow on Old Baldv's j 
peak drives away the warmth of the j 
day's sunshine. A broad window looks j 
out upon the south, framing the outer 
scene like a landscape picture. 


Opening out of this room is the din- 


ing room, and while Mr. Custer has 
furnished the other just, spoken of in 
black leather pieces, the dining room 
is all finished in light oak, and the 
effect is very good, taken in keeping 
with the solid oak floors. This room 
opens 
out 
on 
the 
porch 
through I 


French doors, and is also connected 
with a small room on the north that | 
is fitted with library shelves and the j 
comforts of a reading den. The kit- 
chen in the rear is done in white 
enamel, and the owner has here intro- 
duced several innovations that have 
proven worthy in the last two years, 
notably the composition, "woodstone" 
drain-board for the sink, and the in- 
terior cooler, which takes the place of 
a refrigerator, and is connected with 
the cool draught of the cellar.

AZUSA IRRIGATING COMPANY. 


Stockholders Hold Their Annual Meet- 


at Azusa City Hall Last 


Saturday. . 


The annual meeting of the stock- 


holders of the Azusa Irrigating Com- 
pany was held last Saturday at the 
Azusa city hall. A report of the year's 
expenditures showed the cost of the 
reservoir located near Lark Ellen 
avenue, Covina, to have been $8,000, 
and that of the pumping plant No. 1, 
situated on the E. R. Coffman ranch, 
to have been about $17.000.

vestigate means of diverting the storm 
water to the Little Dalton canyon. 


The most important work to be un- 


dertaken by the board of directors 
during the ensuing year will be the 
drilling of another well near the site 
of the Cypress avenue pumping plant 
and the purchase of property west of 
this place upon which a test well will 
be put down. The directors elected to 
undertake this work were:

Powell, J. H. Simpson, A. F. Coltrin, 
W. W. Heth, George King, G. T. 
Brown. F. A. Carpenter was elected 
secretary and the First National Bank 
of Azusa, treasurer. A. P. Griffith, 
Daniel Reichard and W. R. Powell 
were elected members of the com- 
mittee dealing with the San Gabriel 
river water.

writes in "Stalky & Co." a hoy who 
displayed a roll of bills and too much 
"side" would be taken forth to treat 
the crowd to jam and buns and then 
set to work to black their boots. 


Such strenuous measures would not 


pass muster in the land of indepen- 
dence, but since, as cue lady said, 
'the poor are always working up and 
the rich coming down," and the poor 
have such splendid advantages, anj, 
.n large numbers, the. ability and en- 
ergy to make use of them, an effort 
s being made to minimize the dis-

Something of this Covina owes to 


our friends of the lirethreu Church, 


who have been a silent and powerful 
witness to the virtue of the simple 
life. 


As with the children, so it is with 


their elders. There are little groups 
of friends, but no "society," so-called. 


The churches, lodges and clubs are 


so full of life and energy that false 
lines of demarcation would be quickly 
trampled out of existence.

respected in this valley for over twen-
